mittee. Chairman Ives sent it to the 
board with a request for an opinion on the 
“tw emg vi of the use 0 automatic 
enders, for which it provides. 

Councilman Heckel has several times an- 
tagonized the board by introducing ordi- 
nances which the members thought should 
have emanated from the board. They 
have been waiting for a chance to manifest 
hetr displeasure. 

The request was referred to a committee 
composed of President McMath and Com- 
missioners Milner, Holman and _  8tone. 
They made a report Friday to the board. 
It was a remarkable document. It read as 
follows: 

The public interests will be best 
served if the city by ordinance require 
street railway companies to equip their 
cars with such devices-as will prevent 
accidents and leave the responsibility 
for the efficiency of the devices with 
the companies. 

he Council bill would place the re- 
sponsibility on the city through its 

Board of Public Improvements and the 

companies could plead that they had 

used the device approved by the city 
and therefore should not be held re- 
sponsible in case of accident. 

There is an ordinance now fm effect re- 
quiring the companies to use fenders. It 
was intended that the board would pass 
upon them, but the board shirked the re- 
sponasib lity. The companies exercised their 
discretion. The fe ders they cted, as 
chown in last Sunday's Post-Dispatch, 
have killed fifty people in two years. 

The Council Committee asked for prac- 
tical advice and got legal advice.

| The father, still in bed, spoke to his son 
and told if he did not like the treatment 
he received at home he could go _ else- 
where. 

“Your mother is the boss of this house,”’ 
the old man said, “‘and what she says goes. 
And I don’t want you to try any of your 
| bull-dozing tactics on her. You are no ac- 
| count anyhow and the sooner you leave us 
the better.” 

This enraged all the brute In the young 
{negro and with the quickness of a cat he 
| pulled out a razor and sprang toward his 
parent. The old man started to arise in 
| hie bed but his son was on him in an In- 
| Stant. 

He swung the razor viciously and almost 
severed the old man’s hand. Another stroke 
cut the helpless old mun across the face 
and made a deep wound in his neck. 

Smith seeing that his s0n meant to mur- 
der him, managed to roll out of bed. As 
he did so thé Boy, now thoroughly crazed, 
sprang once more on the old man and 
dealt him a vicious blow. The razor struck 
him in the abdomen and Inflicted a fright- 
ful wound. The intestines protruded and 
a& number were severed. ’ 

With a groan the old negro sank to the 
floor and was soon covered with blood. 

Then young Smith was frightened. He 
dropped his razor and with a scream of 
terror he fled. His old mother was too 
horror-stricken at first to move. When 
she saw her son running away she realized 
what had occurred. She ran screaming to 
the street and met a policeman to whom 
she related what had taken place. 

An ambulance was called and the 
wounded man was conveyed to the City 
Hospital. Dr. Otto Sutter, the Superinten- 
dent, performed laparotomy and dressed 
the wounds. He says Smith's injuries will 
probably prove fatal. 

The police arrested Will Smith at 6 o'clock 
on South Broadway. When he was seen 
he ran, but a few shots fired over his head 
stopped him. At the station he was sullen 
and refused to make any statement. 


BROKE A SHAFT. 


Accident by Which the Steamer Spree 
Was Disabled. ’ 
QUEENSTOWN, July 9.—The North Ger- 
man Lioyd steamer Spree, Capt. Meler,

A coal famine threatens Chicago. If the 
strike lasts ten days Chicago will be with- 
out fuel, and every Industry, including the 
“LL” roads, the street and raliway lines, w!!] 
have to close down,. throw'ng out of em- 
ployment several hundred thousand people. 

There is a serious coal famine at Joliet and 
the miners of that dis'rict are bitterly op- 
posed to the arb‘tration scheme just pro- 
posed by State officials. 

Joseph Bishop, Secretary of the Ohlo 
State Board of Arbitration, and L. P. Mec- 
Cormack, Labor Commissioner of Indiana, 
have sent a message to the Illinols Board of 
Arbitration asking if this State wil join 
with Ohio and Indiana in an effort to settle 
the strike. Pittsburg, Pa., is suggested as a 
place of meeting. Edward Ridgely, the 
resident members of the board, telegraphed 
ito the other members and the matter will be 
taken up to-morrow.

The Inter-Ocean Co., one of the heaviest 
fueling firms on the lakes, has only coal 
enough to last its customers a few days. 

Several ather fueling firms have nearly 
exhausted their supply. The Pennsylvania 
and Ohio Fueling Co. has suspended busi- 
ness altogether in Cleveland. here: is con- 
siderable fuel in the Upper Lake ee and 
some of it may have to be brought down 
here. It is generally admitted now that the 
coal dealers and mine operators were very 
poorly prepared for a strike. 

The Morris Coal Co, has ceased shipping 
coal altogether and, In fact, coal dealers 
as a rule have delivered nearly all their 
coal. 

The vesselmen say that the strike will 
cause all but the exceptionally large boats 
to lay up.

Trend Toward Protection of Wage- 
Workers by Legislation. 
(Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch.) 


ZURICH, Switzerland, July 9.—Letters of 
invitation to an international labor con- 
gress, to be held in this city late next 
month, have been forwarded to the Knights 
of Labor, the American Federation of La- 


bor, the Soctalistic Labor party and other 
Organizations of wage-workers in the 
United States. 

Several English, French and German 
trade unions have already elected dele- 
gates. 

The congress is to embrace working-class 
organizations and clubs, irrespective of 
general, political and religious views, pro- 
vided they are in favor of the interven- 
tion of the State tn behalf of the wage- 
workers, by the legal iimitation of the 
hours of labor, by prohibition of Sunday 
labor and by special protective laws for 
women, young persons and children. The 
whole trend of the congress is to be toward 
the protection of wage-workers by the 
greatest amount of legislation possible.

There is coal enough in lilinois 
ad Missdéuri—open mines -I mean, and 
miners enough, to produce in two days 
seven days supply of coal for the whoile 
lower Mississippi Valley, including the City 
of St. Louis. Now how is it possibie to 
give men six or seven days work? 

“There are too many miners at work and 
I think they know it. Go out to our mines 
and you will find men there from every 
trade and calling. There are masons and 
bricklayers and painters, and even carpen- 
ters—men of alj trades—in our mines. They 
went there during the hard times and they 
stay on. Now such men ought not to be 
miners, I only mention this to show the 
overstocked labor market. Can such men 
afford to strike? 

“There are too mary mines, too many 
miners and too great a supply for the con- 
sumption. That is what makes a strike 
now so foolish a proceeding.’’ 

“But isn’t there a scarcity of coal in the 
market?’ was asked. 

“Not atall. There is 
railroads are just now inconveniencing big 
consumers a little by grabbing their ship- 
ments, but that is all.’ 

“That,” continued Mr, Mooreshead, ‘‘is an 
outrage that I don’t see how we can help. 
I see by a Chicago dispatch that the roads 
justify themselves by a Supreme Court de- 
cision, but I don’t know what that means. 
The railroads are wholly indefen#bie tn this. 
Here is how they work. With their peculiar 
ideas of economical showing they never keep 
more than two or three days’ supply on 
hand. About the 25th of the month, they 
even start to use this up so as to have not 
a dollar on coal account to carry over to 
the next month, 

“When a eitrike threatens, or anyth'ng 
happens, likely to cause derangement of 
their supply they seize everyihing in s'‘ght, 
and let the rest of our consumers whistle. 
That I call an outrage, ard I believe every 
consumer who suffers from such action of 
a railrond company in that reepect can re- 
cover round damages. 

“The fault is wth the companies. They 
ought to be compelled to keep a two or 
three weeks’ or even a month’s supply of 
coal on hand, so that in an emergency they 
would not have to seize coal en route to 
other peonle.”’

DR, RICHMOND CORNWALL IS NOT 
TO ESCAPE PUNISHMENT 
S50 EASILY. 


He Must Stand Trial for the Murder 
of His Younger Brother 
Herbert. 


ASSISTANT PROSECUTING ATTOR- 
NEY IGNORES THE CORONER 
AND ISSUES A WARRANT. 


Further Investigation Revealed Bul- 
lets in the Dead Boy’s 
Head. 


Dr. Richmond Cornwall, fratricide, is 
charged with murder 'n the first degree. 

The warrant was iseved by Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Johnson Friday noon 
and a short time later the prisoner was 
transferred from the Four Courts holdover 
to the jail and placed in a cell. 

He had expected to be released and to 
leave for Kansas City this evening. He 
had told all who called on him that he 
would soon be w'th his wife again. The 
news that a warrant had been issued and 
that his life was in danger came as a great 
surprise to him. He paled visibly and he 
trembled. 

Dr. John Cornwall, the aged father, was 
standing outside the warrant office when 
he learned what had been done. He raised 
his hand on high, as if invoking an impre- 
cation, then he was led away by his at- 
torneys, Judge Harvey and Judge Fisse. 

As he issued the warrant, Col. Johnson 
said to the lawyers and the reporters who 
were present: 

“I am convinced that this murder was pre- 
meditated, and I think there should: be a 
thorough investigation by a Judge and jury. 
At the Coroner's inquest there was no at- 
tempt made on the part of the State to show 
malce or anything else. Everything was 
conducted on behalf of the murderer. 

“Il am sorry that Dr. Richmond Corn- 
wall has to lie In jail, but I am also sorry 
that Herbert Cornwall! should lle in a cof- 
fin, his head battered into a shapeless mass 
and bullets in his body; and again I am 
sorry that a young woman has been left a 
widow and penniless. 

“The case comes to me in this manner: 
. Dr. Richmond Cornwall arrives in town 
from Kansas City. For the first time in 
years he has a revolver in his pocket and 
every chamber '‘s loaded. 

“He fires five bullets at his brother and 
brains him with a hammer and jug. 

“There they stood, two men against a boy, 
and the boy was murdered. 

“IT have heard that Dr. Richmond Corm- 
wall has a record as well as had Herbert, 
and I think this should be looked {nto before 
the trial. 

“] am eatigfied that there was a motive 
for this orime and that the motive will soon 
come out.” 

Attorneys Fisse and Harvey expressed 
different opinions when questioned by a 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch, Judge 
Fisse did not seem much surprised at the 
issuance of the warrant, but his associate 
did. 

“We will try and have Judge Murphy set 
an early date for the preliminary hearing,” 
eaid Judge Fisse, “and I think we can get 
our client out on bail. I have no doubt but 
he will be acquitted in the end. 

“The vexatious point of the case is that 
Cornwall went too far. Had he been gatis- 
fled with the revolver shots it would have 
been easier." 

Judge Harvey expressed great surprise. 
“The most that should have been done,” gaid 
Judge Harvey, ‘‘was to have charged him 
with manslaughter. There was no element 
of murder in the homicide and the issuance 
of this warrant will greatly prejudice the 
case in the eyes of the public.” 

At 1 o'clock Judges Pisse and Harvey 
Visited the Court of Criminal Correction and 
made application for the release of Dr. 
Richmond Cornwall on bail. Judge Murphy 
took the transcript and said he would ren- 
Ger a decision later. 


The Coroner's inquest, to which Col, John- 
eon referred, was indeed a remarkable pro- 
ceeding. The report of the physician who- 
performed the autopsy as it was written in 
the transcript is not the same as that 
which was written Thureday morning and 
appeared in evidence before the jury.

There's a man in the City Hospital who 
tells a strange story in connection with Dr.

The man is A. BE. Schuster. He ts a pris- 
oner as well as patient, having been sent 
from the Work-house for treatment. 

Several years ago Schuster bought some 
furniture from a St. Louls firm on the in- 
stallment plan. This he sold to another, 
and left tewn. 
months ago, an& part of the time he w4s 
in Kansas City. Upon his return to St. 
Loults he was arrested, convicted of con- 
cealing mortgaged property and was sen- 
tenced to a year's’ imprisonment in the 
| Work-house. Then he became sick and was 
forwarded to the City Hospital. . 

“IT think I can throw some light on the 
Alice Bonesteel case,”’ said he to a reporter 
for the Post-Dispatch Friday morning. 

“While | was in Kansas City I experi- 
mented a good deal with electricity, es- 
pecially applied to women. My treatment 
consisted in the therapeutic application of 
electricity for nervous and other troubles. 

“At one time I had an office tn Kansas 
City, Kan., and was doing fairly well. 

“On an evening-—the exact date I cannot

“IT not only saw her, but I talked with 
her. I had then been away from Kansas 
City some time and as she seemed perfect- 
ly unconcerned and did not ask that I say 
nothing concerning her whereabouts I nat- 
urally thought the mystery had been 
cleared up, and I had no idea until I saw 
a newspaper yesterday that Alice Bone- 
steel was still ‘missing.’ ”’ 

Schuster was asked by the reporter to 
describe the man who called on him in 
Kansas City, Kan., and his description wat 
that of Dr. Richmond Cornwall. 

The reporter then visited the Four Courts 
holdover and the doctor was brought from 
a cell, 

“Did you ever hear of A. E. Shuster?” 
he was asked. 

The doctor repeated the name several 
times, then shook his head. 

“He says you borrowed an electrical ap- 
pliance from him in Kansas City.” 

The doctor became fidgety, but persisted 
in not recalling the Incident. 

The reporter recited the conversation 
verbatim. 

The doctor became more agitated. 

Finally the reporter said: ‘Schuster 
claims he saw Alice Bonesteel] in Vinita 
eight months ago.” 

“What!'’ exclaimed Dr. Cornwall, and he 
jumped from his chair. He paced up and 
down, then he requested the reporter to re- 
peat the man’s name. 

‘] shall see him as soon as I get out,” 
said he, and his face was even paler than 
when he stood in the Morgue beside the 
body of his dead brother Thursday. 

He was repeatedly asked if he did not 
recall the events related by Schuster, but 
he evaded the question, saying, ‘I shal] see 
the man as soon as I am released.” 

The body of Herbert Cornwall was taken 
from the Morgue to Bensleck’s undertaking 
establishment, Sixth and Biddle. streets, 
Vriday morning. The body will be buried 
from Bensieck's at 4 o'clock Friday after- 
noon in Calvary Cemetery, There will be 
no ceremony. The widow of the murdered 
man, her father and mother and a few rela- 
tives will merely go to the undertaker’s, 
and after viewing the body will follow it in 
carriages to the burial grounds. 

An effort was made to dissuade the young 

widow from look!ng at her husband's body, * 
but she was determined to gee it, in the face 
of all they told her of its condition. Mrs. 
Cornwall was seen Friday morning at the 
home of her father, Thirteenth and Carr 
sireets, as she was preparing to go to the 
undertaker's. She was greatly excited and 
oagerly inquired if “the murderer’ was out 
of jail, 
“If he dares come to my husband's fu- 
neral,”’ she said, in a voice of passion, out 
of keeping with her frail, girl.eh appear-

Mr. P. C. Maffitt was the only member of 
the dead woman’s children absent from her 
bedside when she breathed her last. In 
the family circle were her sons, Mr. Charles 
C, Maffitt and William Cc. Maffitt, her 
daughters, Mrs. Julie Walsh, wife of Edw n 
Walsh; Mrs. Nancy F. Bates, w fe of Charles 
F. Bates, and Miss Emily Maffitt and her 
brother, Col. Charles P. Chouteau. 

Mrs. Maffitt was 81 years old. Her death 
was not unexpected. Since June ® she had 
been subject to recurrent sinking apelis, due 
to advanced age and the excessively hot 
weather 

A fatal result was anticipated as the 
severity of the weather increased. On 
June 30 she rallied slightly and arrange- 
ments were made for her removal! to White 
Sulphur Springs. She quickly suffered a re- 
lapse and the trip was abandoned. 

n the intense heat of the past few days, 
Mrs. Maffitt sank rapidly and Thursday, 
surrounded by her children, she passed 
peacefully away. 

Mrs. Maffitt was conceded to be the 
wealthiest woman in St. Louis. She was 
the second daughter of Pierre Chouteau, 
Jr., and was born February 28, 1816. Her 
sister Emilie. born two years prior, mat- 
ried John F. Sanford. Her brother, Charlies 
FP. Chouteau, born in 1819, survives her. 
Two other brothers died itn infancy 

Early in life she married Dr. Wm. C. 
Maffitt, a United States Army surgeon. 

Mrs. Maffitt’s grandfather, Pierre Chou- 
teau, Sr., was one of the original membérs 


Pierre Laclede Liguest, the founder of St. 
Louls. From 1789 to 1804 he traversed the 
wiids west of the Mississippi, trading with 
the Indians. His perilous work prospered 


He accepted an appointment from 


quarters at St. Louis. 

He built a homestead on Main street, be- 
tween Vine street and Washington avenue. 
t was a stone mansion surrounded by 
many arpents of ground, and inclosed by a 
stone wall, through which were port holes 
for defense against the Indians. In 1820 
Mr. Chouteau was elected Mayor of the 
city, and re-elected the year following. He 
lived to the ripe age of years. 

It wae ‘'n the historic mansion on Main 
treet that Mrs. Maffitt was born. The 
1iome was the scene of many historic gath- 
erings in early days. Though only a child 
of 9 years at the time, Mrs. Maffitt remem- 
bered well the brilliant reception her fath- 
er tendered Gen. Lafayette when he visited 
St. Louls.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jily 9.—The main 
topic of discussion before the Cabinet at 
the regular meeting to-day was the message 
on the subject of a currency commission, 


' Which has been withheld for a few days in

THE PRESIDENT'S PLANS. 


Will Spend Most of His Vacation 
About Lake Champlain. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 9.—President 
McKinley will spend most of his summer 
vacation on the shores of Lake Champlain. 
He will leave Washington on August 1 and 
go direct to Lake Champlain. Burlington 
Vt., will be his nearest town: His party wil 
consist of the members of the Presidential 
family, of Vice-President and Mrs. Hobart 
Secretary Alger and family, Secretary an 
Mrs. Porter and probably of several other 
mernbers of official society. The President 
will make quite a prolonged stay, lasting 
several weeks at least.’ He has no plans 
perfected beyond this, but has said he would 
take a Western trip in July, provided Con- 
gress adjourned.

The selection of the Lake Cham- 
piain region as the place for spending the 
heated term was ow'!tng originally to a sug- 
gestion from Secretary Porter, and upon 
pecretary Gage’'s hearty indorsement of the 
place, the manager of one of the lake ho- 
tels was summoned to Washington and the 
conditions of the President's stay were defi- 
nitely arranged. The hotel is about five 
miles distant from Plattsburg, on the New 
York side of the lake, and the Adirondacks

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, via French 
Frontier, July 9.—I came from Madrid up 
here, where the Spanish court is summer- 
ing, to make out the real significance of the 
exchange of marked courtesies at San 
the Japanese Extraor- 
Mission on the one side and the 
Spanish Court and Government on the 
other. 

The Duke of Tetuan, Spain's Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, says the visit of the Jap- 
anese Mission does not imply any diplo- 
matic negotia‘ion or understanding between 
Japan and Spain; that it is simply a mani- 
festation of the sympathy of the Emperor 
of Japan for the King of Spain, ard a nat- 
ural display of appreciation on the part of 
the Spanish Court and Cabinet. The Duke 
considers that Spain has nothing to do 
with the questions at issue between the 
United States and Japan in the Hawalian 
affair, on which Spain will preserve perfect 
neutrality. 

The Spanish Foreign Minister positively 
states publicly that he did not even mention 
an alliance to the Japanese Envoy or have 
any understanding bearing upon Spain's re- 
lations with the United States and with 
Japan. 

Every member of the diplomatic corps has 
noticed and reported to his Goverr ment the 
marked atte:.tions which the Spanish Court, 
the Queen, the Minister of Foreign Affa.is, 
even the local authorities and the peopie 
have shown to the Japanese Mission, cul- 
mnating in a miiitary review, naval 
salutes and a liberal distribution of Span- 
ish collars, grand crosses and other high 
distinctions. 

Queen Christina has shown unwsual at- 
tentions to the Japanese Prince. She gave 
him a state banquet and conversed with 
him several times. 

The Prince and his suite. on leaving S2n 
Sebastian to-day, repeatedly expressed 
pleasure and satisfaction at the cord al w:1- 
come, the significance of thelr mission and 
the prospect of a better understanding be- 
tween Spain and Japan. But they have laid 
siress upon the fact that Japan harbors ro 
design upon the Spanish arch.pelago in the 
far East and desire Spain to bear in mind 
that Japan limits her aspirations to pro- 
moting the interests of her trade and her 
subjects in the Spanish colon. es under the 

rotection, naturally, of her Consuls, exact- 
yasC hina and the European nations do. 

Marquis Ito, in conversation with an 
American friend of mine, assured him that 
he believes the quest ons at issue be wen 
Japan and the United States will not lead to 
a conflict or any serious difficulty.
